The Board of Supervisors yesterday 
a 


ed the County Water Agency and the 
ice of Environmental Quality (OEQ) 
to proceed with a recomm ended 
schedule that would place a bond issue 
for State Water Project financing on the 
November, 1978 General Election ballot. 
The board requested the Water Agency 
and OEQ to solicit proposals from con­ 
sultants to com pile a master en­ 
vironmental impact statement on the 
project for Santa Barbara County which 
could cost $200,000. 
In a joint report to the board, En­ 
vironmental Quality Coordinator Albert 
F. R eynolds and W ater A gency 
Engineer-Manager Charles Lawrance 
noted there was $60,000 already budgeted 
for a master EIR leaving about $140,000 
which would still have to be funded. 
It was suggested that the remaining 
$140,000 possibly could be paid from 
county contingency funds because in­ 
dividual county purveyors have not in­ 
dicated a willingness to put up front 
money. 
A discussion followed over whether the 
county should pay for the master EIR or 
charge on the basis of “zones of benefit. ” 
But it was the general sentiment that it 
would be difficult to collect for deferred 
payments in the event the bond election 
was defeated. 
County officials also said at this point a 
master EIR could be premature and that 
the bond election might be held without 
the expense of the expensive project. 
“A master EIR sets the baseline for 
the entire project and it does include 
some of the site specific impacts,” said 


Lawrance, pointing out the advantage of 
proceeding with a master EIR. 
The master EIR will include past in­ 
formation compiled by the County Water 
Agency. 
Should the bond issue pass, the report 
said the cost of the Master EIR could be 
“ recovered by appropriate charges to 
the local districts as part of the pay­ 
ments due once tire water becomes 
available.” 
The board referred to Lawrance 
another report out of Supervisor Bill 
Wallace’s office which outlined the cost 
of state water “in a more realistic 
light.” 
The report used 1982 construction costs 
and an overall 32,000-acre-foot county 
allotment to fix Lompoc water costs at 
$1,496 an acre-foot and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base at $1,545 an acre foot. 
Wallace’s report noted that “ the 
majority of the water agencies will be 
paying more annually for a small 
amount of state water than their current 
total annual budget. 
Wallace noted, however, his figures 
didn’t include the Vandenberg or Lom­ 
poc subsidy which has been requested, 
“and as you can see, they’re the ones 
that take the biggest beating.” 
Lom poc and V andenberg have 
requested a break on state water prices 
in return for a countywide ad valorem 
tax paid since the early 1950s to support 
Cachuma and Twitchell Lakes which 
these communities receive little or no 
benefit from 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund this morn­ 
ing said Wallace s figures also don’t in­ 
clude pumping, 
transportation and 
storage costs which still must be added. 
Terrorism pacts 
sought by Scheel 


BONN, West Germany (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Walter Scheel, speaking at a heavily 
guarded funeral for slain industrialist 
Hanns-Martin Schleyer, appealed to 
world leaders today for international 
agreements to fight terrorism, which he 
called the enemy of all civilization. 
“The fight against terrorism is the 
ngnt of cly WI— flow ap mw • toertwrtsm 
trying to destroy all order.” Scheel M i d 
at a pontifical requiem mass in Stut­ 
tgart’s St. Eberhard’s Roman Catholic 
Church. 
“If this knowledge begins to prevail in 
the whole world then we can have hope. I 
now call on all responsible world leaders 
to conclude worldwide conventions 
against terrorism as quickly as possible. 
If this (terrorist) flame is not smoth­ 
ered promptly, the conflagration will 
spread over the whole world. ’ ’ 
As Scheel spoke, 750 police guarded the 
church and the approaches to it in fear 
that the terrorists who kidnaped Schley­ 
er Sept. 5 in a vain attempt to gain 
freedom for ll im prisoned urban 
guerrillas would strike again. 
Armed police were potted on roofs 
around the church and at windows of 
neighboring buildings to protect the 800 
political, industrial and civic leaders at 
the state funeral. 
Authorities took seriously the threat of 
Schleyer’s killers to avenge the deaths of 
the hijackers of a Lufthansa airliner and 
of three convicted guerrillas in a Stut­ 
tgart prison. 
Eight days after Schleyer’s murder, 
police continued their search throughout 
Europe — and as far away as Japan — 
for 16 suspects. 
Scheel. who as chief of state has most­ 
ly ceremonial functions, praised the 
government’s refusal to release the ll 
imprisoned terrorists in exchange for the 
life of Schleyer and the 86 hostages held 
by Arab-led hijackers at a Somali air­ 


field. 
“If the imprisoned terrorists had been 
released it would have been the beginn­ 
ing of that very conflagration I men­ 
tio n ed ,” he said. “ H anns-M artin 
Schleyer is dead. For all of us, not only 
for us Germans, the chance still remains 
to crush terrorists 
■■Tfiey are the — 
— W 
civilization,” Scheel M id . "The nations 
of the earth are beginning to realize this. 
They realize with horror that not this or 
that order is being attacked, but all 
order. This became clear as the govern­ 
ments of the Soviet Union and the 
German Democratic Republic offered us 
their help in these difficult days.” 
Scheel 
criticized 
dem onstrating 
foreign leftists who charge that three im­ 
prisoned m em bers of the Baader- 
Meinhof terrorist gang were killed and 
did not commit suicide as German 
authorities say. 
“They, too, share the guilt," he said. 
“What new crimes do terrorists have to 
commit, anyway, before the eyes (rf all 
young people are opened'’” 
Scheel. who has been the target of 
terrorist death threats, said the weeks 
since Schleyer’s kidnaping Sept. 5 were 
the worst in West Germany’s 28-year 
history, filled with scorn, anger, indig­ 
nation. horror and shame. 
“In our society events take place that 
are so shameful that one can barely think 
of them.” he said. “They show with 
dreadful clarity what one would like to 
forget — how evil man can be 
“I am ashamed for the wickedness of 
these young muddled people They them­ 
selves probably no longer are capable of 
feeling shame.” 
Police m ade extensive security 
arrangements to protect the mourners 
from attacks by the terrorists, who have 
vowed to avenge the deaths of Andreas 
Baaderandtwo cohorts

Biko death 
inquest to be 
prepared soon 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa 
(UPI) — Police Minister Jimmy Kruger 
said today officials have completed a 
preliminary investigation into the death 
of black leader Steve Biko and he is 
ready go ahead with the inquest. 
As Kruger made the announcement, 
security police said they had detained 13 
blacks in Port Elizabeth and Johannes­ 
burg in the past 36 hours. 
Those detained included N tsitisi 
Moremi. a former member of the Chris­ 
tian Institute which was banned in last 
week’s governm ent crackdown on 
government black opposition groups He 
was detained early today at his Soweto 
home. 
Col. Piet Goosen, security police chief 
for the Eastern Cape Province said 12 
blacks were detained in Port Eliza­ 
beth’s New Brighton black township ear­ 
ly Monday. 
No details on the reasons for the arrest 
of the 12 blacks in Port Elizabeth were 
given although they were attending a 
fund-raising event for the Association for 
Science and Technology The associa­ 
tion. a black group, was not among those 
banned last week. 
Treasurer Nu ne Mgoduka said the 
$1,483.50 was intended for the legal 
defense of schoolchildren arrested in 
New Brighton during anti-government 
violence in the past few months. 
Violence has flared sporadically in 
Port Elizabeth, nearby King Williams 
Town and in black townships elsewhere 
in the Eastern Cape province since Sept 
25 when Biko was buried at King 
Williams Town. 


Carter pushes lawmakers 
for energy bill conference 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - Senate 
liberals, readying a floor fight against 
energy tax breaks produced in commit­ 
tee. were undercut by President Carter 
today when he urged lawmakers to 
forego debate and send the measure to a 
conference with a House bill more to his 
liking. 


In a breakfast meeting with congres­ 
sional leaders, the President pushed a 
strategy designed to simply get the 
Senate bill off the floor and into the con­ 
ference so work on a final bill can at last 
begin 
The liberals, however, apparently 
were not discouraged by the ad- 
Foursome charged 
with Cuban raid plot 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A federal 
grand jury today charged four men with 
conspiring to carry out a “ military and 
naval” raid on Cuba last summer — an 
expedition which included arming their 
private vessel with a 20mm cannon and a 
host of other automatic weapons 
The Justice Department announced 
th at a tw o-count indictm ent was 
returned in U.S. District Court in Miami 
against Pedro Gil, Armando Lopez 
Estrada, Juan Raimundo Arce and 
Isidoro Pineiro Castineira. 
They were charged with conspiring to 
conduct a military expedition, which 


carries a maximum penalty of five years 
in prison and a $10,000 fine, and possess­ 
ing unregistered weapons, carrying a 10- 
year term and $10,000 fine. 
The defendants conspired from May 15 
to Aug. 15 to “ take part in a military and 
naval expedition and enterprise to be 
carried on from the United States’’ 
against Cuba, the indictment said. 
They also were charged with possess­ 
ing a 20mm cannon, a .50 caliber 
machine gun. a 30 caliber machine gun, 
and two Browning automatic rifles 
which they planned to export illegally, 
the indictment said. 


ministration's move to get quick action 
on the $40 billion proposal. 
Chairman Henry Jackson, D-Wash.. of 
the Senate Energy Committee, prepared 
a point of order to attack the energy tax 
bill on the floor as “far beyond the scope 
of the (Finance) Committee.” He said he 
realizes Carter “is anxious to get a bill to 
conference committee.” 
“The President is for a stripped-down 
bill. This is not a stripped-down bill.” 
said Jackson. “This is $40 billion of plow- 
back to industry without any revenues I 
don’t know how the President is going to 
balance a budget with $40 billion in plow- 
backs.” 
The bill is “completely contrary to the 
President’s program ,” Jackson told 
UPI. 
The House passed a bill similar to 
Carter’s wishes, relying on tax increases 
to discourage energy use. But the Senate 
committee bill relies entirely on tax 
credits and incentives to encourage 
energy efficiency and the use of fuels 
other than oil or gas 
Finance Committee Chairman Russell 
Long's strategy is to combine these two 
bills in conference to produce an accep­ 
table bill.

USAF grants 
contracts for 
shuttle platform 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The Air 
Force has awarded two contracts total­ 
ing $1.5 million for the design of a large 
platform atop the space shuttle orbiter 
that would be used for certain tasks in 
space. 
An Air Force spokesman said Monday 
that contracts of $750,060 each were 
awarded to Martin Marietta Aerospace 
of Denver and General Dynamics of San 
Diego to design a pre-prototype, 
antenna-like structure. 
The platform would be larger than the 
orbiter’* cargo by 15 feet in diameter 
and 60 feet in length and would provide 
surface for such tasks as servicing, 
rendezvous and docking as well as 
testing. 
The structure would be assembled in 
space by remote control. 


Stephen P. Geoffrey, manager of 
Ford’s service engineering office, said 
Monday 49,700 owners of 1977-model 
Ford, Mercury, LTD II, Cougar and 
Thunderbird passenger c a rs and 
Ranchero and F-series light trucks had 
been asked to bring their cars into 
dealers because of the fire danger 
Geoffrey said some of the vehicles 
equipped with 351 and 400-CID V-8 
engines have improper hose clamp 
assem blies that could cause fuel 
leakage, creating the potential for an un­ 
derhood fire. 
About 5,300 units in Canada and 600 
vehicles in other countries were recalled 
because of a similar problem. 
In the second recall, 13,600 new 1978- 
model F aeries light trucks were called 
back to the dealers for inspection of an 
attachment between the steering gear 
and the pitman-arm. 
“On a small percentage of these vehi­ 
cles, improper torquing of the pitman- 
arm to steering-gear attachment could 
cause the pitman-arm to separate from 
the steering gear resulting in a loss of 
steering control,” Geoffrey said, 
Ford had not received any reports of 
accidents or injuries resulting from 
either one of the conditions, Geoffrey 
said. 
All work on the recalls would be done 
free of charge, Geofrey said.

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night called for an investigation to deter­ 
mine the impact on the city’s sphere of 
influence of a local advisory committee 
on planning 
On the motion of com m issioner 
Howard Whitaker and a second by John 
Peto, the commission unanimously ap­ 
proved the following “To ask the City 
Council to inquire of the Board of Super­ 
visors the jurisdictional impact of the 
Advisory Committee on the County 
General Plan action on the urban-rural 
limit line now under consideration and 
its effect on Lompoc’s sphere of in 
fluence.” 
The motion followed a presentation by 
Jack Lam. director of the community 
development department in which he 
asked the following questions: I) Is the 
General Plan Advisory Committee ap­ 
proaching land use planning by consider- 
ing jurisdictional questions and issues. 
2) If so, what are the implications of the 
rural-urban line for Lompoc’s sphere of 
interest? 3) What will the Impact of such 
a line have upon LA FCO’s decision on 
sphere of influence? 4) If jurisdictional 
questions are at issue should the merits 
of such issues be argued before LAFCO 
which is legally bound to consider such 
issues rather than the General Plan Ad­ 
visory Committee which is charged to 
make 
recommendations concerning 
county land use? 5) If the GPAC was es­ 
tablished to consider the jurisdictional 


issue, should the City of Lompoc be for­ 
mally invited to participate in decisions 
which would affect such issues? 6) Is the 
City of Lompoc excluded from the for­ 
mal decisional process relating to land 
use planning in Lompoc Valley? 7) Is the 
GPAC creating a “No Growth” policy 
for the City of Lompoc?” 
Commission chairman William Fick 
announced that he had urged the in­ 
vestigation because of his concerns. Fick 
is a citizen member of the 29-member 
advisory committee. “ It’s not so much 
that I want to see the urban line one way 
or the other,” he told the commission, 
“but I have a concern that the urban- 
rural limit line if adopted as it has been 
considered, will be regarded as the two 
spheres of influence for the area.” Fick 
referred to a map, one of several which 
are before the advisory committee, that 
showed restrictive lines sealing off Lom­ 
poc on the south and Vandenberg Village 
and Mission Hills on the north. 
The commission action comes on the 
heels of a highly charged advisory com­ 
mittee meeting last Thursday that was 
adjourned before a vote could be taken 
on a map outlining an urban-rural limit 
line for the three areas. 
Following that meeting and today, an 
investigation by this reporter turned up 
the following: County Planning Director 
Britt Johnson Mid, “Right off the top of 
my head. I’d say the overall average of 
adoption by the Board of Supervisors of 
advisory committee recommendations is 
extremely high, 90 per cent or more. The 


most recent example was the con­ 
currence by the board on rezoning of 300 
acres north of Santa Ynez and the down- 
zoning in the entire Santa Ynez Valley.’’ 
Al Autry, former planning director for 
the City of Lompoc and now serving in 
that capacity for the City of Santa Maria 
said today: “There’s no question but 
what LAFCO will consider the recom­ 
mendation on urban-rural limit line of 
the Advisory Committee.” 
Bob Perkins, executive director of 
LAFCO Mid today, that the urban-rural 
limit line chosen by LAFCO could be 
very close to the one recommended by 
the Advisory Committee When asked to 
clarify and amplify on that thought, 
Perkins amended it to say, “Ifs hard to 
My until we see the line.” 


Later he M id “There’s no track record 
on how advisory committee decisions 
have affected the actions (rf LAFCO.” 
Perkins M id he will have an oral 
repent ready for a meeting of LAFCO 
next week in Santa Barbara, partially to 
explain why a sphere of influence study 
that was previously announced to begin 
in September was just now getting off 
the ground. 
Lompoc city councilman E.C. Stevens 
sits on the LAFCO board as one of the 
city members. 
The Advisory Committee on the 
County General Plan is a body appointed 
by Supervisor Robert L. Hedlund, to 
come up with recommendations on land 
use in Lompoc Valley.

County applying for state 
funds to hire LNG planner

Santa Barbara County is ap­ 
plying to the state for grant 
funds to hire a temporary plan­ 
ner to strengthen the county’s 
position in the proposed siting 
of a liquefied natural gas ter­ 
minal at Pt. Conception. 


County Planner Paul Wack 
went before the Board of Super­ 
visors yesterday to request 
authorization to apply for 
$29,195 in "follow through” 
grant funds allocated under SB 
1081, the LNG siting bill. The 
legislation se ts aside the 
monies to fund the alternative 
siting process to be performed 
by the State Coastal Commis­ 
sion. 


The supervisors approved the 
application and Wack said it 
would be sent to the California 


Public Utilities Commission to­ 
day. Wack said the county 
already "has sent out feelers 
from San Diego to Berkeley” 
for someone to fill the position 
which would run from Nov. I, 
1977 to Sept. 30 of next year. 
The temporary planner would 
be responsible for participating 
in alternative siting studies 
with the Coastal Commission. 
He would also a ssist the 
chairman of the committee in 
coordinating the county LNG 
task force. 
"The position is designed to 
enhance the county’s ability to 
participate in the (LNG siting) 
process and to hold the state ac­ 
countable for any impact this 
thing has on the county," Wack 
said. 
The supervisors expressed 
the fear that anyone hired on 
such short notice and for such 


short duration would have dif­ 
ficulty understanding the com­ 
plex situation. But, Wack said 
that was exactly the reason an 
additional planner was needed. 
"Because of the complexity, 
we cannot do it with existing 
staff.” 
In other action, the board: 
— Was informed that overall 
county employe salary study 
was under way which compared 
Santa Barbara County employe 
salaries with six comparable 
California counties. County of­ 
ficials said a report should be 
complete by Jan. I of next year 
in time for salary negotiations. 
— Approved contracts with 
Santa Maria and Santa Barbara 
for a countywide library agree­ 
ment for free exchange of 
library materials. A contract 
for Lompoc will come at a later 
date.

County Public Works Direc­ 
tor Charles Wagner told the

A d m in istratio n 
representative Sept 20 in San 
Francisco 
Wagner said the Veterans 
Administration is asking for a 
28.356- "usable” square-foot 
building. Although they prefer 
a one-story structure, he said 
they would take a two-story 
building 
Wagner specified that the 
CSA is a land-leasing agency 
Buellton 
tract okayed 


A proposed 75-lot residential 
tract in the Buellton area has 
gotten the green light from the 
County Planning Commission 
after some delay concerning 
the future of open space which 
will accompany the project. 
The commission has now 
voted to pass on a preliminary 
map submitted by engineer 
Jack Leece. of Solvang, on 
behalf of developer Fred 
Fredericks, after hearing from 
Buellton Union School District 
trustees that they will maintain 
the integrity of open space to be 
left over after utilization of four 
acres for a school site. 
School 
S u p e rin te n d e n t 
Richard Johnson gave the com­ 
mission this assurance, and 
P lanning 
D ire c to r B ritt 
Johnson pointed out the county 
would be "well protected’’ in 
such a case. 
Questions had been raised 
that without such a guarantee 
by the school, which means the 
county is given development 
rights, the developer in the 
future conceivably could regain 
use of open space not utilized 
and build more homes. By allot­ 
ting the open space, the 
developer received credits for 
greater density on the tract 
area itself, planners said 
“The school has agreed to 
keep it as open sp a c e ," 
declared Johnson

Further, he said there w ere.

lease back to the board which 
he calcu lated would take 
between 60 to 90 days. 
"So we are looking at least at 
probably two years before we 
can build a facility on the 
hospital grounds.” 
Wagner said the project 
timetable was in the hands of 
the CSA 
"We’re at the mercy of the 
GSA. we can’t move until we 
get some additional informa­ 
tion from them." 
The proposed clinic would be 
built on just over two acres of

Goleta cityhood bid 
delays LAFCO meet 


Local Agency Form ation 
Commission (LAFCOI will not 
be hearing the application for a 
city of Goleta Valley "for quite 
a while.” LAFCO Executive Of­ 
ficer Robert Perkins said to­ 
day. in the wake of filing of the 
cityhood request with his office 
over the weekend 
Perkins explained it could be 
"three to six months” before 
County Supervisor William B. 
Wallace’s incorporation plan 
comes before LAFCO for public 
hearings 
The lengthy waiting period. 
he said, is due to the amount of 
time that the County Office of 
Environmental Quality (OEQ) 
requires by mandate to draw up 
environmental impact findings. 
The proposal is going to 
LAFCO by a ‘‘sh o rtc u t 
method” of having the Goleta 
County Water District and the 
Goleta Sanitary District boards 
of directors serving as agencies 
forwarding, although not neces­ 
sarily approving, the applica­ 
tion to LAFCO 
Otherwise, an incorporation 
proposal would have to have the 
signatures of a minimum of 25 
per cent of the voters in the af­ 
fected area. 
This will be the second Goleta 
Valley incorporation proposal 
put before LAFCO in recent 
years The commission denied 
without prejudice a cityhood 
bid some two years ago by 
Goleta Valley Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
That denial came about due 
to a pending vote in both Goleta 
and Santa Barbara on the ques­ 
tion of annexation of Goleta 
Valley by the city of Santa Bar­ 


bara. Voters subsequently 
turned down the annexation 
proposal.

system. 
Most homes in the small com­ 
munity now use leach-line 
sewer systems. County Health 
D epartm ent officials said 
seepage from deep leach-lines

dangerously close to "hazard 
levels." 
G reg C lark, supervising 
sanitarian for the County 
Health Department, said that 
his department was monitoring 
the five existing community 
wells and nitrate levels both up­ 
stream and downstream from 
Los Olivos’ underground sup­ 
plies. 
"It is our belief," Clark said, 
"that the underlying levels of 
nitrates are unique to the com­ 
munity of Los Olivos.” He said

Hijackers 
had Dutch 
passports 


M O G A D IS H U , 
S o m a lia 
(UPI) — The four terrorists 
who hijacked a L ufthansa 
jetliner full of vacationers 12 
days ago carried Iranian and 
Dutch passports, diplom atic 
sources say. 


The sources said Monday the 
Somali Foreign Ministry con­ 
veyed the hijackers’ identities 
and passport details to the Ira­ 
nian and Dutch ambassadors, 
but the Mogadishu government 
did not publicly reveal any of 
the information 


They said one reason for the 
government’s uneasiness was 
the fear of reprisals from allies 
of the four hijackers, three of 
whom were killed last Tuesday 
in a raid by German comman­ 
dos. 


The three slain terrorists in­ 
cluded two women hijackers, 
identified in Iranian documents 
as Shahnaz Gholan and Soraya 
Ansary. and one of the men 
whose passport was made out 
to the name of Reza Abasy. the 
diplomats said. 


The fourth hijacker, a man, 
carried a Dutch passport under 
the name of Johannes Gerdus. 
The four terrorists hijacked 
the Boeing 737 as it flew over 
the French Riviera Oct. 13. 
forcing it to land in Rome, 
Cyprus. Bahrain, Dubai and 
finally Mogadishu. 


It was not clear whether the 
Somalis have 
the hijackers’ 
passports or if they were taken 
by the Germ an com m andos 
who stormed the hijacked jet 
and freed the 86 hostages 


The only surviving hijacker, 
Shahnaz Gholan, hid in one of 
the plane’s toilets and was only 
slightly injured when the com ­ 
mandos fired through the door. 
She is now in a Mogadishu 
hospital where officials say she 
is incoherent and believed to be 
“ mentally deranged.” 


She reportedly w ent into 
shock after the commando raid 
and pleaded with her doctors, 
“Why don't you kill me too?” 
Diplomats said it was possi­ 
ble the passports were either 
stolen or forgeries. All four 
terrorists, they said, appeared 
to be of Persian origin with 
swarthy com plexions, black 
hair and black eyes 
The diplomats said Iran had 
not yet indicated if it would 
seek the extradition of the sur­ 
viving woman should it be con­ 
firmed she is an Iranian citizen.

"Hospital Medicare costs will go 
up 16 per cent on Jan. I, 1978.” 
That’s on top of the 19 per cent in­ 
crease we started to pay and are 
still paying since January 1977 
Add it up. It’s a 35 per cent bite 
out of our skinny wallets in two 
years. When will it stop? 


Congressman Claude Pepper (D- 
Fla.), chairman of the Select Com­ 
mittee on Aging in the House of 
Representatives is as worried about 
this as we are. He has introduced a 
bill to delay the increase for six 
months The bill number is HR9172. 


Now read this. The average Social 
Security recipient is getting $215 per 
month. On this kind of income, 
health care gets farther and farther 
away from those seniors who need it 
most. They must make a choice 
between the expenses of daily living 
and the high cost of health care. 
What should a senior-ager on fixed 
I nc ome 
do 
if 
he 
n e e d s 
hospitalization? Stop eating? Stop 
p a y i n g r en t ? 
Stop buyi ng 
m edications7 This increase in 
hospital medical expense is cruel. It 
is heartless 
It disgraces our 
country. It shames the medical 
profession. 
Congress will adjourn on or about 


Oct. 21. If the bill to delay the in­ 
crease is not passed by then, we’ve 
had it. If we seniors don’t act now. 
here's what will happen. 
You’ll pay $144 more for inpatient 
hospital care under 60 days. You'll 
pay $36 daily in your second month 
of hospitalization. You’ll pay $72 
daily for hospital stays after 90 
days. 
Gruesome! 
All Rep Pepper 's bill is asking for 
is a six-month delay before exacting 
the new higher costs from us. The 
Carter administration is working to 
limit increases in hospital costs to 9 
per cent. If the plan succeeds, it 
may not be necessary to raise our 
rates 16 per cent. 


Rep. P e p p e r ’s bill is an

emergency is ours. At this writing

See that your congres­ 
sman becomes a co-sponsor If we 
seniors push hard enough, fast 
enough, we may get the six-month 
extension. 


Let's get to work. It won’t be 
enough just for you. yourself, to 
write, wire or phone your Congres­ 
sman. Get your sons and daughters 
to act Have them call, write, visit 
their congressmen. Put it to them 
bluntly. "If I can't pay a hospital 


bill, the charges probably will come 
out of your pockets." 
Yes. many of us have supplemen­ 
tary hospital insurance. But if their 
costs go up our insurance premiums 
will be raised 
This is no occasion just for peti­ 
tions There isn t time In this case 
you must phone your congressman's 
local office We must tell him. "I'm 
calling for all the senior voters in 
our district." We must give the con­ 
gressman the names and addresses 
of the people who want him to spon­ 
sor and support Pepper’s bill No 
9172 


Believe it. A phone call which says 
to a congressman. "There are ten of 
us here at the senior club. We want 
you to work actively for bill HR9172 
Here are our names. We will be 
watching your vote.” 
It may be necessary to ask your 
c o n g r e s s m a n to o r gani z e a 
filibuster. Or, since filibustering is a 
Senate rather than a House ploy, you 
might ask your legislator to ex­ 
pedite Pepper's bill HR9172. The in­ 
crease in our Medicare hospital 
costs must net go through. 
Sure. 
This column sounds 
hysterical. So what? If there s a 
hospital visit in your future or mine, 
we're in deep, deep trouble. Action 
now mav save us!

Also, they will qualify if they 
have a parent or grandparent 
who is a member of a tribe or 
are considered by the Secretary 
of the Interior to be of Indian 
descent for any purpose. 
Others who qualify are those 
who are Eskimos. Aleuts or 
other Alaskan natives 
Survey forms, after they are 
completed, will be returned to 
classroom teachers, according 
to Whitney.

The M aster 
At 
45, Doug Dittmar does what 
comes naturally—pole vaulting

Doug D ittm ar probably wouldn’t 
beat Scott Foss for the pole vault 
championship of the Santa Ynez 
Valley. Foss, after all, went to the 
state high school finals last spring 
with his 15-foot 2” leap. 
But then Scott doesn’t have a wife, 
three kids ranging in age from 9 to 
20, or an apple orchard to deal with. 
D ittm ar, the gray-haired, balding 
proprietor of Greenhaven Orchard 
near Ballard, won the pole vault 
handily a t the Santa B arbara 
M asters Track and Field Meet at 
UCSB three weeks ago, though at a 
disappointing height of 10-6. 
His best is 11-6 set at the same 
m eet in 1975. 
Dittm ar competes on the Masters 
trade circuit. These are the meets 
customarily publicized with pic­ 
tures of octogenarian high-jumpers 
and grandfather^ marathonners ac­ 
tively engaged in doing their thing. 
The media image is one scarcely 
more “athletic” than that of an in­ 
vitational shuffleboard tourney at a 
mobile home park. The casual 
observer is left wondering only 
whether good sense will win out 
over senility, whether the cardiac 
unit has been advised. 
The fact of the m atter is quite dif­ 
ferent, as Dittmar, no tottering in­ 
valid at 45. can attest. 
“I pole vaulted 11-6 in competition 
in college and that’s the best I’ve 
done as a M asters competitor. I ex­ 
pect to break that record any time 
with proper conditions and proper 
training.” 
D ittm ar is not your garden- 
variety jogger or even one of the 
more serious distance runners who 
seem to have proliferated so. He is a 
serious competititve pole vaulter as 
w e ll 
a s 
a 
s e l f - d r e s c r ib e d 
“decathlete.” That is, he competes 
in the 10-event decathlon, the most 
grueling of the Olympic track and 
field events. 
It is composed of the 100-meter 
dash, long jump, 16-lb. shot put, high 
jump, 400-meter dash, 110-meter 
hurdles, discus throw , javelin 
throw, and 1,500-meter run in addi­ 
tion to the pole vault. 
This year Dittmar has entered IO 
meets including the Senior Olym­ 
pics held at Irvine, the Golden State 
Masters Invitational at Porterville, 
and the Santa Barbara Masters 
meet. Next stop is the United States 
Track & Field Federation Decathlon 
in December at Glendale College. 
The cabinet full of ribbons and 
medals in D ittm ar’s Alamo Pintado 
Road home, right behind his orchard 
and roadside apple stand, witness to 


the fact he is no slouch on the 
athletic field. 
In four years he has set meet 
records for his age group at the Han­ 
cock College All-Comer Meet in the 
100-yard dash (: 11.9), two-mile run 
(12:18.2), pole vault (ll feet), and 
javelin (89-10), won the Santa Bar­ 
bara M asters Meet pole vault three 
of the last four years, and set an age 
group (43) world decathlon record of 
3,583 points (since eclipsed).

“I went to Wheaton College and I 
was involved in athletics there to an 
extent. I was on a track team and a 
cross country team , but I wasn’t 
what you’d call an outstanding 
athlete. Then there was a time for 
about IO years when I wasn’t into 
athletics at all.” 
In the mid-60s Dittm ar began to 
run again. 
“It was surprising how little by 
little I was able to add to my jogging 
and I felt better. All the benefits you 
read about seemed to accrue, so I 
just kept adding to the point that I 
was running about a mile or so 
maybe three or four times a week. 
"The fact that at Vandenberg,” 
where Dittm ar was transferred in 
1969 “ th e re w as an iso lated 
area...no smog, nice trails out in the 
boondocks where there’s no popula­ 
tion (all you see is the deer and the 
animals and the foliage) made it 
such an enjoyable experience to run 
in the country, that I really became 
more enthusiastic about working 
into some distance that could keep 
me running at least a half hour a 
day. 
“Then I found out that there was 
competition for people my age in 
long distance running. I went to one 
of those meets and enjoyed it. 
“ It was a meet that they have 
from Morro Rock to Cayucos along 


th e b e a c h . T h a t w as re a lly 
enjoyable because I like to run on 
the beach. There were so many peo­ 
ple that you could find somebody at 
about your own level and you could 
run along together.” 
D ittm ar was 41 when he dis­ 
covered Masters track and field 
competition. 
, 
“ As a youngster I’d wished I was a 
decathlete, but I never beyond my 
fondest dreams had the thought that 
I could compete well enough to be a 
strong competitor. I began to look at 
the Masters level of performance 
and I thought ‘th a t’s probably 
something I can do.’ And what ap­ 
pealed to me more than anything 
was the decathlon because I didn’t 
feel I was particularly strong in any 
one event, but collectively I could be 
competitive. 
“ I told my wife ‘I’d really like to 
see how I could do.’ 
“The first decathlon I entered was 
at the Senior Olympics back in 1974. 
Unfortunately about a month before 
the competition I was training out at 
Cabrillo High School on hurdles, to 
see whether I could negotiate them 
somehow, and I thought ‘I might as 
well try a few long jum ps.’ In the 
process I wrenched my knee and it 
sort of demoralized me. I thought 
‘Here I am now in my 40s. What am 
I going to do in a decathlon with a 
gjgV - " 


wrenched knee? 
“ But within a month’s tim e I was 
able to mend well enough to give at 
least an effort. 
“The beauty of it was that even 
though it was the first decathlon of 
my whole life and I had a bad knee, 
the quality of people that I m et, 
t h e ir e n th u s ia s m a n d th e ir 
cam araderie really impressed me. 
"Also, because I didn’t have to go, 
I wasn’t a m em ber of a team , I 
didn’t have a coach, I was there 
because I wanted to be there, there 
accrued more benefits than there 
did when I was younger and com­ 
peted.” 
D ittm ar’s wife Jodi says now 
“ H e’s an optim ist and I ’m a 
pessimist, He’s done better than I 
thought he would, but not as well as 
he thought. He didn’t do so well in 
that first meet, but it gave him a 
realistic idea of what he could do.” 
She says she wasn’t concerned 
about injury. “ He knew how to pole 
vault and that’s the most dangerous 
event. I expected sore and pulled 
muscles, and he’s had them, but I 
wasn’t worried about serious injury. 
“ I’m very happy he does what he 
does. He likes it. The competition is 
you against yourself. There is a 
challenge in this where running is a 
duty.”

NEW YORK (UPI > - Texas, picked to 
finish fourth or fifth in the Southwest 
Conference this season, has risen to the 
top of the national rankings this week in 
the United Press International Board of 
Coaches college football ratings 


The Longhorns, unbeaten in six games 
this season, advanced from No. 2 after 
Minnesota upset last week s No. I team . 
M ichigan. 16-0 
Texas, led by E arl 
Campbell’s 213 yards rushing, defeated 
SMU 34-14 


The Longhorns drew 38 of 40 first-place 
votes to receive 398 points while 
Alabama. 6-1. which beat Louisville 55-6, 
moved from third to second with 338 
points and got one first-place vote 


Oklahoma, a 35-16 victor over Iowa 
State, jumped three notches to No. 3 The 
Sooners’ lone loss in seven games was a 
13-6 defeat at the hands of Texas. 


“ I know you probably won’t believe it, 
but we haven’t talked that much about 
the ratings and polls,’’ Texas Coach Fred 
Akers said before learning of the No I 
ranking. “ Our problem is a little bit 
closer to home and a little bit more im­ 
m ediate ” 


On Saturday Texas, the only remaining 
unbeaten team in the top 20 hosts No. 13 
Texas Tech. which beat the Longhorns 
31-28 last year 


Texas last won the national cham ­ 
pionship back-to-back, in 1969 and 1970 


Ohio State. 6-1, downed Northwestern 
35-15 and climbed one spot to No 4 after

ATLANTA (UPI) — Dave Bristol, who 
managed Atlanta to two straight last- 
place finishes, was fired today and the 
Braves began a search for his successor.

“ I admire Dave and thanked him for 
his dedication and loyalty to the 
Braves.” said Lucas. I hope he will re­ 
main as my special assistant. Should he 
decide not to remain with the Braves 
organization the remaining year of his 
contract will be honored." 


MINNEAPOLIS. Minn (UPI) - Slap­ 
ped with an indefinite probation, a 
University of Minnesota committee has 
reversed itself and declared basketball 
stars Michael Thompson and David 
Winey ineligible for violating NCAA 
rules. 


The Assembly Committee on Inter­ 
collegiate Athletics, which lost a battle 
in the 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
and has been getting pressure from some 
athletes, voted 9-5 late Monday to sus­ 
pend the two “ for the good of athletics as 
a whole.” 
Dr. Merle Lokken, the university’s 
faculty representative for athletics, said 
he disagrees with the NCAA’s actions, 
but “ by and large NCAA rules are good.” 


“ I feel it now is absolutely mandatory 
to accept total capitulation” and “eat a 
few feathers rather than the whole 
bird.” Lokken said. 
Athletic Director Paul Giel, a non­ 
voting member of the committee, said 
he felt bad about the situation and 
doesn’t believe the violations justify a 
"forever type of suspension.” 


“ But I believe we've gone about as far 
as we can go. I feel tom but if I were 
voting I think at this point I would have 
to vote for ineligibility.” 


The committee also: 
— Appealed to the NCAA eligibility 
committee to give Thompson and Winey 
a prompt rehearing on what it considers 
"m inor violations” and to consider 


prompt restoration of their eligibility. 
— Appealed to the NCAA infractions 
committee to lift the indefinite probation 
on all university intercollegiate athletic 
teams. 
The university already had accepted 
NCAA probation for the Minnesota 
basketball team from March 4, 1976. un­ 
til March 4, 1978. because of NCAA 
charges of 99 violations by various peo­ 
ple in the 1971-75 coaching era of Bill 
Musselman 
But the com m ittee had refused a de­ 
mand to declare Thompson and Winey in­ 
eligible on grounds they didn't get “due 
process” hearings 


The action hurts Minnesota’s basket­ 
ball prospects for the coming season 
Thompson, a 6-10 senior center, holds 
Minnesota and Big Ten scoring records; 
Winey, also 6-10. is a star senior forward 


But it may remove the indefinite 
probation from other teams, including 
the football team that upset No. 1-rated 
Michigan Saturday. 16-4, spurring hopes 
that the Gophers, with a 5-2 record. 
might go on to win a bowl bid. 


Under probation, Minnesota teams 
could not compete in any bowl games or 
NCAA events

technical writing at Vandenberg, is an organic 
operation 
“ People feel very strongly about pesticides in 
this day of environmental concern. Pesticides 
cost a lot of money and require a lot of labor to 
apply I use two other techniques that don’t 
require the labor or cost. 
“I use ducks (Mi the ground floor of the 
orchard They eat up all the ground insects And 
for the insects that fly I use ultraviolet light 
traps The light attracts them, and they fly over 
this pan of water with an oil film on top. As soon 
as they strike that oil, they've had it. It kills em. 
“This is used quite a bit in California in large 
orchards. Why it isn’t used more widely I don’t 
know.” 
The key to understanding Dittmar is his 
relationship to his God. He competes under the 
banner of Athletes in Action, a Christian group 
which competes in top-flight amateur basketball 
competition as well as in track and field But 
AIA doesn’t field a team in Masters meets 
“They told me they would like me to join, but 
they wouldn’t be able to provide the regular ser­ 
vices they have for their athletes. I said that was 
fine. I was just glad to identify with that kind of 
an athlete Just by wearing their uniform and by

RIVERSIDE (UPI) - Scien­ 
tists have produced a known 
cancer-causing agent by mixing 
ordinary air with certain pollu­ 
ta n ts and ch em ica l co m ­ 
pounds 


Researchers disclosed Mon­ 
day that laboratory experi­ 
ments conducted at the Univer­ 
sity of California R iverside 
campus show that a class of 
cancer-causmg agents called 
"nitrosamines" were manufac­ 
tured by bringing the pollutants 
and chemicals together in air. 


It is not certain, however, 
that these nitrosamines are be­ 
ing formed in the air above Los 
Angeles or any other part of the 
nation 
It is also unclear 
whether any nitrosamines are 
being produced in the atmos­ 
phere 


The experiments were car­ 
ried out by Dr James H Pitts 
Jr and a team of atmospheric 
chem ists inside a 50-cubic- 
meter Teflon bag 


Inside was placed a mixture 
of clean air. one-tenth part per 
million of nitric oxide, two- 
tenths of a part per million 
nitrogen d ioxid e, a tra c e 
amount of nitrous acid, along 
with three-tenths and one-half 
parts per million of four dif­ 
ferent kinds of amines 


The researchers discovered 
that when the bag was covered, 
simulating darkness, the oxides 
of nitrogen and the amines, 
both in the form of gases, 
reacted rapidly to form a small 
amount (about I percent) of 
nitrosamines. 


When the cover was pulled 
back, allowing the sun s rays to 
penetrate the bag and strike the 
nitrosamines. the carcinogenic 
compounds decomposed within 
an hour

Black activist would do 
it again but differently 


FRESNO (UPI) - Marvin X, ghetto poet and ally of the 
Black Panthers at their meanest, has returned home leaving 
the hatred behind him. but he still views the lot of the black man 
almost as gloomily as ever. 
So he says he ll fight just as hard as he did in 1969 when the 
furor he caused at Fresno State University led to the resigna­ 
tion of the university president 
Marvin, now 33. was hired as a lecturer that year in the un­ 
iversity’s new Ethnic Studies Program, but his hiring was 
turned down by then President Frederic Ness, who later 
resigned in the controversy. 
Today Marvin has no regrets about the Fresno State flap but 
says he would handle it a bit differently. 
‘‘I would probably be a little more diplomatic now,” he said 
"I would not carry on the fight exactly the sam e way but I 
wouldn’t have just given in either.” 
Despite the passage of eight years and some improvements 
he still sees problems ahead for black-white relations, "basical­ 
ly the same problems we had back in 1969 ” 
“ It’s all sm iles and good cheer these days,” he said after 
returning from an eight-month tour as an aide to Eldridge 
Cleaver, former Panther leader and now an avid Christian, in 
his travels around the nation. 
But he said economic difficulties still abound, most acutely 
for blacks. 
“ There are too many black men walking around without any 
money in their pocket. How can they be dignified in the richest 
country in the world if they don’t have any money in their 
pocket?” 
Now. as in 1969. Marvin said racism prevails and conditions 
generally remain “ unacceptable.” 
Marvin said he does not hate whites because he is a Black 
Nationalist 
“ I’m for the blacks, not against the whites. In fact I see 
Christianity as a possible aid to improving black-white relations 
even though I’m not a Christian myself." 
Marvin credits his eight months touring the country with 
Cleaver for his new feelings about Christianity.

Cancer charge headed wrong? 


(First of two related columns) 
WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Perhaps 
Bert Lance was right. Maybe we 
Yankees just don’t understand how 
bankers do business in Georgia. 
That tentative confession is inspired 
by the recent disclosure of a highly dis­ 
turbing set of circumstances involving 
three Georgia Banks, including the se­ 
cond biggest in the state. 


Lance is not person- 
nally involved in this 
episode. But the em­ 
barrassing revelations

ment from several 
congressional com ­ 
mittees to re-examine 
the laws governing 
bank regulation. 


If Lance’s legacy is to be a tightening 
of those statutes, there is no more 
suitable place for the legislators to begin 
looking than the First National Bank of 
Atlanta and its parent company, the 
First National Holding Corp 
The Bank Holding Company Act, a 
federal statute, has long required that a 
holding company which seeks to acquire 
control of additional banks must first 
secure the approval of the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System. 
Bank in 1969-70. the Atlanta bank 
found a way to circumvent that law as 
well as a Georgia statute which flatly 
prohibited any holding company in the 
state from controlling more than one 
bank 
In March. 1969. a $2 7 million interest- 
free loan from the Atlanta bank enabled 
one man to purchase virtually all of the 
common stock of the First Bank of 
Savannah. 250 miles southeast in Savan­ 
nah. Ga 
In April. 1970. slightly more than a 
year later, both the Savannah bank 
shares and the loan were transferred to 
Ben S. Gilmer, who happened to be the 
former chairman of the executive com­ 
mittee of the Atlanta bank’s board of 
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directors. 
The unusual loan was structured so 
Gilmer assumed no personal liability for 
the debt In addition. Gilmer’s interest 
payments were exactly equal to the divi­ 
dends paid by the Savannah bank stock. 
Involved in a virtually identical case 
was the First National Bank of Dalton, 
50 miles northwest in Dalton. Ga., a 
community not far from Lance’s home 
town of Calhoun. Ga 
In January. 1969, four present and 
former directors of the Atlanta bank 
signed an agreement to buy shares in the 
Dalton bank for a trust established by 
major stockholders of the smaller bank 
The exceptionally favorable financial 
arrangements were similar to those in 
Savannah. The A tlanta d irecto rs 
received large loans from their bank, 
enabling them to purchase 39 per cent of 
the outstanding Dalton bank stock 
between 1969 and 1976. 
Officers of the Atlanta bank have 
served on the boards of both the Savan­ 
nah and Dalton banks The current presi­ 
dent of the Savannah bank and his im­ 
mediate predecessor both came to that 
job from officerships at the Atlanta 
bank. 
The Atlanta bank also orchestrated 
similar arrangements for the purchase 
of large blocks of stock in four other 
small banks, all in DeKalb County, part 
of the Atlanta metropolitan area. 
But when the office of the Comptroller 
of the Currency became concerned in 
1970 about possible violations of the law. 
an attorney for the Atlanta bank assured 
that federal agency that “in our opinion, 
there is no control’ of those banks.” 
Late last month, however, the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System found that the Atlanta bank had. 
in fact, violated the federal law 
restricting holding company control of 
banks 
But the Fed. in an astounding move, 
then voted to grant ex post facto ap­ 
proval of that illegal act. allowing the 
Atlanta holding company to now official­ 
ly acquire full control of the Savannah 
and Dalton banks.

WASHINGTON — The N ational 
Cancer Institute, which is waging the 
war on mankind’s most dreaded disease, 
may be leading the charge in the wrong 
direction. 
Although most cancer is caused by 
substances in the environment, less than 
one-fifth of the institute’s $819-million 
budget is devoted to cancer prevention. 
C ongressional 
in ­ 
vestigators have con­ 
cluded, therefore, that 
the giant institute is 
spending too much of 
its money looking for 
exotic cures. 
For example, the in­ 
stitute has spent near­ 
ly $25 million on a 
program to develop 
“ safer” cigarettes. 
“One might ask for an 
explanation in view of 
the unanimous opinion 
that smoking is related to cancer,” 
declares a confidential House memo 
prepared for Rep. Andrew Maguire, D- 
N.J. “Shouldn’t this cost be borne by the 
tobacco industry?” 
The head of the safe cig arette 
program, Dr. Gio Gori, agreed that “any 
cigarette is hazardous... Our efforts to 
develop cigarettes with less tar and 
nicotine may help the tobacco industry, 
but it will benefit the country’s 55 million 
smokers more.” He added that the in­ 
stitute is trying to develop drugs to help 
people stop smoking altogether. 
Meanwhile, the institute has not yet 
tested most of the 1,900 chemicals 
suspected of causing cancer. It has com­ 
pleted only 13 of 400 scheduled tests and 
is still working on such substances as 
cholesterol, castor oil, Tris, saccharin, 
gum arabic, cosmetics, acetic acid, 
pesticides and various food colorings. 
“We’ve been caught with our pants 
down,” an institute spokesman confes­ 
sed. "It takes time to test these new sub­ 
stances We’re trying to catch up on the 
backlog,” he explained. 
At the same time, the House menu) 
states, “Environmental research has 
been looked upon as second-class 
research,” and most private research 
funded by the institute has not focused on 
the environmental causes of cancer. 
The estimated costs of regulating 
chemical hazards, the memo adds, “are 
largely based on information from the in­ 
dustry to be regulated.” Corporations 
once complained, for instance, that it 
would cost $65 million and 1.6 million 
jobs to reduce their use of cancer- 
causing vinyl chloride, but they have 
since adjusted at very little cost and few 
reductions in jobs. 
Nobel Prize winner James Watson, 
who advised the institute for two years, 
called its war on cancer a “ total sham” 
that consists m ostly of “ political 
logrolling.” 
The House investigations subcommit­ 
tee may ask the institute to issue annual 
reports describing what action needs to 


be taken against cancer-causing sub­ 
stances. The institute, however, is ex­ 
pected to refuse. The subcommittee 
plans to hold hearings soon on the in­ 
stitute’s shortcomings. 
BOYCOTT BROUHAHA: The Com­ 
merce Department appears to be seek­ 
ing a way for American companies to 
boycott Israel — supposedly a violation 
of U.S. law. 
Last year, congress barred businesses 
from complying with the Arab boycott of 
Israel and asked Commerce officials to 
draft regulations to put the law into ef­ 
fect. But congressional sources complain 
that the regulations contain loopholes 
large enough to drive an oil tanker 
through. 
The sources say the language of at 
least half a dozen exemptions would 
enable companies to go along with the 
boycott without fear of prosecution. The 
House consumer and monetary affairs 
su b c o m m itte e , ch a ired by Rep. 
Benjamin Rosenthal, D-N.Y., will hold 
hearings today (Tuesday) on the issue. 
Surprisingly, 
com m erce official 
Stanley Marcus, who helped formulate 
the loophole-ridden regulations, has 
already briefed Arab and Israeli leaders 
on them. Now that the Mideast leaders 
have been briefed, our sources, main- 
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tain, it will be difficult to change the 
draft regulations. 
Marcus insisted, however, that he told 
the Arabs and Israelis the rules were not 
yet final. He contended the language will 
carry out the “full intent” of Congress in 
halting the Arab boycott. 
LOAN LAXITY: The Econom ic 
Development Administration is sup­ 
posed to fight unemployment by giving 
loans to companies that can’t get other 
financing. Yet the EDA has granted a $1 
million loan to a firm owned by a billion- 
dollar foreign corporation, according to 
a confidential report by the General Ac­ 
counting Office. 
The report, labeled "restricted ,” 
blasts the EDA for approving the loan to 
Keystone Georgia Metal Co. for an 
aluminum recycling plant. Keystone’s 
foreign ownership was disclosed on its 
loan application. But agency officials did 
not even consider whether its overseas 
owner could finance the project, the 
report charges. 
The study, requested by Rep. John 
Moss. D-Cal., also said that EDA failed 
to question, as required by law, whether 
the loan would hurt existing companies. 
The investigators insist that there wasn’t 
enough need for the recycling plant to 
justify the loan in the first place.

When Close moved into the modest 
one-story, former dwelling on E Street 
the other day, she had a desk, a couple of 
chairs, a telephone, but no law books. 
The latter was the 
most serious lack, but 
she was optim istic 
that it could be over­ 
come. 
C lo s e ’s a r r i v a l 
signaled the opening of 
Lompoc Legal Aid, a 
brand) of the Legal 
Aid Foundation of 
Santa Barbara County. 
Funds for salaries 
com e from CETA, 
California Em ploy­ 
ment Training Act. 
She will provide legal counsel for the 
very poor, mainly in cases involving dis­ 
solution of marriage (divorce) and adop­ 
tion and child custody. 
She won t handle criminal cases or 
cases involving affirmative action. 
Serving the very poor is nothing new 
for Close, who got involved in VISTA 
soon after being admitted to the bar last 
year in South Carolina. 
VISTA is an 
acronym for Volunteers In Service to 
America. 
Typical of the cases she handled for 
VISTA was one for an 84-year-old black 
lady, who got into difficulties with the 
federal governm ent on her social 
security payments. 
Put simply, the 
government wanted to reduce the 
woman’s monthly benefit check by the 
amount equivalent to the rental for the 
home she lived in. The home, according 
to the government was owned by the 
w o m a n ’s d a u g h te r s , h en ce th e 
equivalent of rent had to be deducted 
from the wom an’s monthly social 
security checks. The only thing wrong 
with all that was that the woman herself 
really was the fistfu l owner of the 
property, not the daughters 
Close found the thread of the story 
went back more than 30 years, to the 
time when the black woman bought a lot 
for $40 and with her own hands built 
herself a home. But she was illiterate 
and at the suggestion of the salesman 
who sold her the lot, she had the property 
recorded in the names of her daughters. 
Close managed to get the courts to 
resolve the case in favor of the woman 
and got her social security checks 
restored to full value 
Not a very complicated case as litiga­ 
tion goes, but for a woman who is black, 
84, illiterate and poor, it must have 
seemed like a matter for the Supreme 
Court until Close came along. 
By virtue of hard work in field and 
laundry, the woman had managed to sur­ 
vive despite being poor and illiterate, but 
she was unable to cope with the complex­ 
ities of modern government, Close said 


Close will be assisted by Selmer 
Gustaves, a paralegal aide, and Denise 
Partee, secretary. 
Things began to improve rapidly this 
week for the group. 
Close said Dept. 
Dist. Atty. David Stanley had offered the 
use of his county law books; someone 
had given them a filing cabinet; 
Gustaves built a bookcase out of con­ 
crete blocks and boards; and members 
of the local legal fraternity came 
forward with encouragement. 
Close is not out of the woods yet, to 
use an expression. The Legal Aid office 
came to Lompoc, thanks to the interven­ 
tion of Supervisor Robert L. Hedlund, 
but the house they’ve set up shop in, is sl­ 
ated to be torn down when the new Lom­ 
poc Municipal Court is built. The house 
is one of two that have survived the ex­ 
pansion of county facilities. 
Until 
recently it housed elements of the proba­ 
tion department. 
Despite the uncertain future, Close and 
her associates are not troubled. 
Like the poor they will serve, they will 
survive. AVhat did the poor client do for 
legal counsel before Legal Aid came 
along? “They did without,” Close said 
the other day. 
Close s main goal “ is just be a good 
lawyer.” She graduated from University 
of the Pacific. McGeorge School of Law 
in Sacramento in June of 1976 and was 
admitted to the bar in December of 
that year. 
Although her father, Dean 
Close was an attorney she zeroed in on 
other things before finally deciding on 
the law as a career. She (bd her un­ 
dergraduate studies and got her masters 
in linguistics at the University of Califor­ 
nia at Davis and then went on to law 
school. 
Her father is proud of her 
achievements and “is my greatest sup­ 
porter.” 
Close was born in San Luis Obispo into 
a family that moved around a great deal. 
She’s traveled in all 50 U.S. states, 
Canada and Mexico, and once confided to 
acquaintances that she and her mother 
and sister once backpacked in South 
America 
Despite her outdoors living and a 
demanding career, she likes to cook, oc­ 
casionally w rites poetry and short 
stories, and enjoys romping with her 
children, a girl of 4 and a boy of lVfc 
years. 
Hose will officially open business a 
week from today in the little house adja­ 
cent to the new County Administration 
Building on South E Street. 'Hiere is no 
sign on the door, but Close says one of 
the many friends, who came forward in 
the first few days, has promised to make 
one for her. 


Washington Calling by

SALT ll 


WASHINGTON — Just looking at the 
scoreboard you have to believe that 
President Carter is doing well on the 
basic problems of foreign policy. A SALT 
II agreement is in sight, as Carter put it, 
and on the most perilous confrontation 
point — the Middle East — an under­ 
standing has been 
re a c h e d w ith th e 
Soviet Union for a 
joint approach to a 
Geneva peace con­ 
ference. 
As to SALT, a com­ 
p ro m ise has been 
reached on the range 
of the cruise missile 
and on MIRVing the 
Soviets’ giant m is­ 
siles; that is increas­ 
ing the num ber of 
warheads and thereby 
tripling or quadrupling their firepower. 
Those were the two stickiest points in the 
negotiation that began early this year 
with a sharp rebuff from Moscow. 
If the scoreboard is an accurate reflec­ 
tion of the present state of affairs there 
should be general satisfaction that ten­ 
sions have eased. But that is hardly the 
case The concern and resentment of the 
Israelis over the joint U.S.-Soviet state­ 
ment is understandable and that is 
reflected in the lobby strongly suppor­ 
tive of Israel in this country. 
But the doubts appear to go deeper 
than that. Partly it is the familiar deep­ 
seated suspicion of the Russions. built in 
over so many years of controversy and 
not only controversy but the long harvest 
of dashed hopes and the endless barrage 
of propaganda out of Moscow. 
The suspicion is fed. accentuated, by 
those who might be called professional 
cold war warriors. Convinced that the 
Soviets mean to attack the United States 
and destroy our retaliatory force, they 
miss no opportunity to nullify any kind of 
understanding w ith Moscow. The 
prospect of a new SALT agreement will 
set them off on a stouter assault. 
Foremost in the cold war battalion is 
Gen. George J. Keegan, formerly chief 
of Air Force intelligence. On television. 
on the lecture platform, at every oppor­ 
tunity. he pictures the Soviet Union as 
possessed of far-o u t lasar beam 
weapons. They sound in the Keegan ver­ 
sion as though they had the weapons, and 
were ready to use them, on both the good 
guys and the bad guys in the film “Star 
Wars.” 
Following close behind Keegan is Prof. 
Richard E. Pipes of Harvard, formerly 
director of that institution's Russian 
Research Center. Of Polish origin, Pipes 
sees the Soviet Union as an immediate 
menace to an America essentially un­ 
aware of the danger. For Pipes the 
alarm balls ars constantly ringing. 
This is to single out only two of the 
hardest chargers in their never-ending 
cold war. Some time ago they gave 
currency to the theory that the Soviets 
were building a widespread system of air 
raid shelters and training their citizens 
to evacuate urban areas Evidence for 
this was hardly more substantial than 
Russian civil defense pamphlets that 
were little more convincing than the 
literature circulated in this country a 
decade or more ago during the atom 
bomb shelter gambit. 
The evacuation-shelter theory has now 
been exploded. If such a system existed 
at all. meant, as the cold war warriors 
put it. to save a large percentage of Rus­ 
sian casualties after a first strike and an 
American retaliatory response, it was 
peripheral and tentative. 
Facts are. however, hardly a deterrent 
to those who are convinced once and for 
all of the imminent danger from the 
Soviets They are only too eager to work 
with hardliners in Congress and that is 
the prospect if and when SALT II is 
signed Sen Henry M. Jackson, No. 2 on 
the armed services committee, and his 
highly articulate staff assistant Richard 
Perle, can be counted on to lead the 
challenge buttressed by the cold war of­ 
ficer corps 
The nightmare haunting those in the 
Administration working for arms control 
and a new SALT is that early next year a 
SALT treaty will come up back-to-back 
with the Panama Canal treaties. That 
would mean the kind of cross-ruff giving 
conservatives a chance to trade off — I’ll 
oppose your treaty if you oppose mine — 
putting the president in a seemingly 
hopeless position.
